Southern Planters Be- 


cause Of Worm 


Wellcsley Hills, Mass.—In view of 


the senational reports relative to con- j 
ditions in the South, especially due 
to the boll-weevil, Roger W. Babson 
has been asked to make an analysis 
of the southern situation as it now ap- 
pears from the view point of the sta- 
tistician. Mr. Babson's statement is 
as follows:- 


"In the so-called 'cotton belt,' which 


stretches across many of the South- 
ern states, is produced 60 per cent 
of the world's supply of cotton. 
In 


fact, this cotton crop has been so im- 
portant that the South has practical- 
ly given its entire attention to cotton 
and thus becomes a 'one crop' coun- 
try. 
The boll-weevil is now destroy- 


ing a large percentage of this cotton 
crop, so that in many sections only 
one bale of cotton is gathered where 
two were 
originally 
produced. Of 


course, great efforts are being made 
to control- the boll-weevil, and science 
will ultimately find a solution to this 
problem. In the meantime, however, 
there are several factors to be consid- 
ered. 
SUPPLY REDUCED 


"First our supply of cotton will be 


greatly ' reduced until this weevil is 
controlled. The amount produced for 
the next few years may not be more 
t 


than 
half 
of 
the requirements Oi 


former years. This means that high 
prices may be expected both for raw 
cotton and for all manufactured cot- 
ton goods for some time to come. 


•"Secondly, 
the 
South, which has 


been 
a 
'one crop' country, will be 


forced to raise other crops and become 
at least self-supporting. In previous 
years the South has imported from 
the Middle West nearly all the corn 
and a large proportion of the meat 
which it has consumed. 
This year 


the South has raised sufficient corn 
for its own use. 
It is also success- 


fully ridding itself of the 'tick' which 
is 
so 
detrimental 
to raising good 


cattle. Herds of fine stock arc rap- 
idly increasing, and the South, which 
has an ideal climate for all-year stock 
grazing, should soon bo one of tnc 
most rmportant stock raisin? sections 
of the country. This moans that the 
Middle West will have a serious com- 
petitor in corn and stock raising. 


BOOM MANUFACTURE 


-"The 
third 
factor to consider IP 


that the South will steadily increase 
its manufacture 
of cotton into fin- 


ished poods. Already it is shipping 
large quantities of these 
manufac- 


tured cotton goods into the northern 
states 
These southern mills can pro- 


duce'very economically and are at the 
source of the raw 
materials. This 


means that the cotton mills of the 
eastern states will IVIVP serious com- 
petition. 
Owing to the present im- 


migration restrictions, these northern 
mills will soon be greatly handicapped 
as to labor supply which fact should 
also aid the South. 
-A fourth factor is that the south- 


-rn farmers are employing less labor 
on their farms than under previous 
ronditions, many of them reducing 
labor one half. The reason is that 
the farmers are planting 
n larger 


acreage in corn, hay. and other crops 
and less acreage 
in cotton. 
These 


other crops require less labor to work 
than cotton docs. 
Today there is n 


vcrv considerable unemployment ot 
farm labor in the South. This means 
that there will be ample labor for 
cotton mills and other forms of man- 
ufacturing, and for the development

"FifYh and'finally, the South is re- 


alizing its need of effort and struggle 
m order to hold its economic position. 
The boll-weevil is forcing upon it a 
new economic condition which it is 
now bravely struggling to meet. 
I 


believe it. has the will to meet these 
new conditions, but it needs capital. 
The South has large undeveloped re- 
sources. 
It has coal, mineral depos- 


its and water powers. 
Its 
seaport 


cities have good harbors which are 
strategically 
located for commerce 


with Latin 
America 
nnd Southern 


Europe. 
Thus, as the South more 


fully realizes and grasps the oppor- 
tunities which it holds, it will grow 
and develop rapidly into commercial 
importance. This means that during 
the next few years the South will of- 
fer very attractive opportunities for 
tho investor.

Children in the First Ward school 


have no reason to come home to fa- 
ther with a poor report card and say: 
"I do my work alright, but the teach- 
er always gives me poor marks in de- 
portment and she picks on me." The 
child in t!ie seventh and eighth de- 
partments is asked to rate himselt 
according- to an especially prepared 
rating sheet, which tests him on his 
citizenship in their School City. 


The self rating sheet is divided in- 


to three sections, the first on person- 
al characteristics, the second on hab- 
its of study and the third on activ- 
ities. In the first group, the children 
ask themselves whether they are on 
lime themselves and with their work 
and put down a grade which they 
consider lair to 
themselves. 
Then 


they are asked to consider their at? 
they are asked to consider their at- 
tention in class, whether they allow 
their minds 
to wander / away from 


school, whether 
they get directions 


the first time or whether the teach- 
er must repeat things for them. 


DO THEY HEJLF SCHOOL 


Another 
big question 
along this 


line which is put up to the children 
is whether they as indivduals help or 
uinder the school program. In the 
mutter of help outsiue ot tchool, they 
are asked to determine whether they 
give up too easy and whether they 
do all their work themselves. Tnt 
last question in that group is wheth- 
er thty whisper and annoy others 
during class 
or study period.

The government of the 
departmental children is done on the 
city plan with civic offices nnd organ- 
izations to take caro of the discipline 
of tho rooms. Every child, and there 
are more than 100 of them, is a mem- 
ber of one or more committees to carry 
on the activities of the grades. 


The children are 
asked 
whether 


they attend school parties nnd support 
athletics, whether they are develop 
Ing 
hobbies and what 
they ar\ 


whether they have thought seriously 
of their life work, so that they may 
chose their high scool studies in ac

The self-rating sheet 
is carefully 


studied by the teachers, who are most 
careful in their gradings of a student. 
In the seventh and eighth depart- 
ments, three of the four departmental 
teachers must agree in an unfavorable 
report of a student before any un- 
favorable criticism is made, while in 
the fifth and sixth departments, two 
out of three must agree. It has often 
happened that a child will be poor in 
one study, but good in others.

In Russia the Sght on capitalism went 


to the point of abolishing private owner- 
ship of property. Th<° agitator who w,i;r- 
pd to punish the industrial and eomni'r- 
cial classes and those who possessed 
wealth had their own way. 
The prolet,-;- 


rial was made supreme. 
Tt was a eoni- 


munistic government pure and s-implc un- 
dertaken to benefit those who have not at 
the expense of those who have. It wa^ 'o 
be a great union of the workinc das.ys 
and the peasant farmer. 
But the union 


never took place. 
It was like an alt fruit 


to mix oil and water. 
The farmer q u i t . 


He wotJd not produce if hf could not 
have the fruit of his lab'ir'and his bin']. 
The communistic regime overlooked t'ie 
faet that he was the frreat^st capitalist <if 
all. 
So Russia starved, and br-for^ Rus- 


sia. -conld be fed acrain 1/enine and Trots- 
ky had to restore the hated <-apitahsm. 
I^abor and the farmer fould find nothing 
in common iij Russia in radicalism. They 
could not quite unite in a program wln<-h 
•was an attack on capitalism and whi h 
disregarded the other elements on which 
organized society rested,- that is, the 
manufacturers, the railroads, the bank*, 
the professionals, the shopkeepers. 


That was the -weakness of their pro- 


grajn. 
It was a notable experiment in I 


class government and it failed complete- 
ly. The people in this country have not 
the faintest conception of the miseries 
and horrors of hfe in Russia under this 
regime. The worst abuses ever practiced 
by czardom against the people -were a 
blessing in comparison with what they 
have received from bolshcvism. 


The radical movement in this country. 


and it it. particularly strong in Wiscon- 
sin at this moment, is an attack upon ca- 
pitalism, and the unfortunate Ihing about 
it is that it is an unintelligent, a blind 
attack. 
The most popular thing in poll- 


lifts today is to damn business, and most 
of the damning is done by agitators who 
never had a business, who couldn't run a 
business if they had one. 


This attack on capitalism, of which the 


assaults by politicians on big business a 
few years ago was the forerunner, is be- 
ing carried forward by sorjjtlislie airita- 
tors who have contrived Ike very dcvcr 


scheme of enlisting tho.farmers in their 
support. 
They nre straining might and 


main in unite the farmer and labor to 
gain political ascendancy. 
Like all other 


classes of society the farmer has his par- 
ticular grievances and the laborer has his. 
The farm labor combination is an effort 
m capitalize this discontent, on the theory 
til.11 as opposed to the rest 
of society 


their interests are mutual. 
They arc go- 


ing to join hands against the manufactur- 
ers \\hom the one works for and the other 
sells to, against the banker who receives 
ihe saving deposit* of the one and loans to 
the other, against, the railroad which cm- 
ploys the one and transports the products 
of the other. 
Let us see how this com- 


bination is going to work. 


The laboring man wants to receive the 


highest possible wage and buy at the low- 
est possible price. 
Much of his com- 


plaint is against the high cost of living, 
yet the lower the cost of living the lower 
ihe price the farmer receives for his labor 
and hi* products. Thus we have a colli- 
sion of interest at the outset between the 
farmer as tbe seller and the laborer as the 
buyer when the agitator seeks to combine 
them against the rest of society. 
The 


same t ollision of interest occurs when we 
reverse the situation in such a combina- 
tion and tli" laborer through his aim to se- 
cure the highest possible wage becomes a 
seller tbrrugh manufactured wares he 
prodiK-cs and the farmer becomes their 
purchaser. 
Let u«j so a step further. 


The laborer works eight hours a day. 


In some 'ields. of industry he works Hu 
fony-four hours a week and in some lields 
'h'"1 six hour day is being sought. 
The 


".inner do-1* not work eight hours a day. 
He more often works twelve or fourteen 
hours n day. 
To sow and cultivate and 


reap his crops he cannot limit the hours 
of his labor nor of the labor he employes. 
HP never knows what he receives for his 
labor, certainly h" is guaranteed no fixed 
daily or hourly returns, and frequently 
when he markets his harvest he finds that 
fi r some of his products his labor netted 
Km nothing. 
So here a train is a collision 


of in+pre.st. 
If we turn to cooperative 


marketing, cooperative storage, coopera- 
tive organization, and the like, which are 
t h e farmer's true method? of promoting 
his welfare anil of securing the real fruits 
of his labor, we find still another collision 
of interest, becans-- 
1 they are the agencies 


which stabilize his industry, tends to elim- 
inate 
middle 
handling 
and brings the 


highest 
prife5 
fny commodities that the 


laborer de^:re> to Imy at low prices in or- 
der that the difference between his wage 
and the cost of livincr may leave him the 
largest n rt earning. 


If wo turn from The economic to the. 


p o l i t u n l field we find that the agitators 
who would bring about this impossible 
combination as atrainst all other classes 
seldom look to the farmer as its represen- 
tative in office and in legislative bodies. 
In this distrk-1. for instance, we have a 
labor leader as the candidate for con- 
gress. 
NVr find labor socialists as, the 


candidates for the legislature. There are 
no farmers on the ticket. 
There never 


are in this so-called farm-labor combin- 
ation. 
The labor leaders, take the of- 


fices. 
These labor candidates \\-he know 


no more about farming and its economic. 
Problems than they do about manufac- 
turing or 
banking 
or 
commerce are. 


to make laws for the special inter- 
est of the farmer. 
If they do this suc- 


cessfully they will raise the .cost of living 
to labor. 
Even assuming that they know 


how to do this successfully, 
which of 


course 'bey do not. would they be likely 
to go through with it in good faith? 
We 


do tint think they would. 
Neither does 


the farmer who stops to think. 


The farmer is the greatest capitalist in 


America. 
His invested capital exceeds 


that of all the railroads and all the fac- 
tories and all the mmeb in the United 
States combined. 
Is it probable, is it sen- 


sible to believe, that labor could, even if 
it nad the disposition, make, this great Ca- 
pital of the maximum value to the farmer 
and make it yield tbe maximum returns 
and the highest rate of profit? 
On the 


other hand, if we are to destroy capital, 
ism in America, if we are to assail or un- 
dermine it, or injure it., the farmer will be 
the first and greatest to suffer. 


The labor leader, or perhaps we should 


say (he agitator, \vill say that this argu- 
ment is merely in hostility to labor. 
That 


js always the answer to what cannot be 
otherwise answered and to what they 
know is true in fae.t. 
It of course \n not 


hostile to labor. 
It, is merely to show that 


you Cannot take one group or two groups 
in government, and array them against all 
other groups and seek to promote their 
selfish interests. 
It is doing precisely 


what labor charges, and sometimes with 


justification, certain other classes are at- 
tempting to do. 
Labor has its proper 


placOj and must receive its just dues, but 
what is for its welfare is related to so- 
ciety as a whole and to all other classes, 
and not to any one class. 
Justice as be- 


tween all classes can be achieved by ar- 
raying one against the other. The reme- 
dy lies in due observance of the rights 
and interests of all. 
There must be mu- 


tuality of regard for all interests and all 
classes in any political program. 


Every thoughtful person knows that 


the government and institutions of this 
country have brought the widest measure 
of benefits and blessings to the people of 
any political undertaking in the world. 
The poor man of today has innumerable 
comforts and blessings that the rich man 
of a few generations ago did not possess, 
and which the poor of no other nation 
enjoy. 
In many respects labor has made 


the greatest progress of all. Probably at 
this particular time the farm'er has the 
most just complaint. So far as he is con- 
cerned, and so far as labor is concerned 


too. 
he will stand a far better chance of 


having his ills righted by sending to our 
legislative bodies men of upright intelli- 
gence, men of ability who are students of 
frovernment, business and economics, men 
whose record and lives in this community 
have shown them to be fair-minded and ca- 
pable, men who are courageous in their 
citizenship axid Americanism, men who be- 
lieve in their country and truly desire to 
serve it and its people of all classes.

LONDON THEATRICAL, 


DEPRESSION OVER 


London—The Times says: 
The theatrical "slump," which has 


caused a great deal of real distress 
in theatre-land for two years, at last 
seemes to have been overcome, and 
for some months now the majority of 
West-end theatres have been playing 
to excellent houses. The "slump" was 
of 
unprecedented duration, but 
it 


was bound'to be only temporary, and 
it is now anticipated that it has come 
to an end for good. There are still 
likely to be periods when "business" 
at the theatres temporarily fails, but 
among West-end managers it is now 
confidently believed that the period of 
depression which followed in the wake 
of the end of the war has been left 
behind. 


This depression was inevitable, even 


if it was unexpected. 
It went hand 


in hand with the general industrial 
depression and was prolonged and ex- 
aggerated by the exceptionally 
fine 


summer of last year. 
If this sum- 


mer had been equally fine, it would 
probably have continued even longer, 
but the unsettled weather that has 
reigned since the beginning of the 
summer has been of the greatest bene- 
fit to the theatres, and since June 
conditions have much improved. Now 
that the worst period of the year, 
from the theatrical point of view, is 
over, there is little fear of any re- 
crudescence of. the depres15'"!! until 
business temporarily slackens during 
have blamed the entertainment tax 
next summer. Some theatre managers 
for the "slump," but facts hardly 
bear out this contention. 


At present theatres are crowded, 


and the excellance of theatrical busi- 
ness can be judged by the number of 
West-end plays that have had long 
runs. 
At the present moment there 


are over twenty plays running at 
West-end theatres which have estab- 
lished themselves as settled success- 
es. The Beggar's Opera at the Ly- 
ric, Hammersmith, has run for more 
than two years, and several pieces 
have now run for over three hundred 
performances, among them Rockets 
at the Palladium, Round in BO at the 
Hippodrome, and A to Z at the Prince 
of Wale's, which, however, is to be 
withdrawn on Saturday.

HISTORY IN STAMPS 


London—Thrace, once again a bone 


of contention 'twixt Turk and Greek, 
Tha 
salready six distinct issues of 


postage stamps, each of which marks 
a stage in its history. 


Turkish stamps of the period, over 


printed "R. O." (Roumelie Oriental?) 
in 1881, signalized the 
constitution 


of the autonomous province of Eas- 
tern Roumella. comprising the north- 
ern part of Thrace. 


Four years later the major portion 


of this region was united with Bul- 
garia, under title of South Bulgaria, 
the stamps being overprinted with the 
Bulgarian lion. 
During the Balkan war nf 1912-13 


gome stamns of local and primitive de- 
sign were created by authority of the 
provisional Government of Western 
Thrace in the interim between the re- 
tirement of the Bulgars and the ar- 
rival of the victorious Greeks. 


Toward th$ end of 1919 an interna- 


tional commission was appointed to 
delimit "the boundaries of eastern and 
western Thrace on the principles of 
self-detpiminfition, and during the ad- 
ministration of this commission Bul- 
garian stamps overprinted ''Thrace In- 
terallie" were brought into use. 


In the summer of 1*20 the Greeks 


entered Into possession of their new 
territories, and put In circulation con- 
temporary stamps of Greece bearing a 
three-line inscription denoting "Greek 
High Commissariat of Thrace." The 
triumphal entry Into Adrlanople was 
mnde> tho occasion of another special 
Issue.

Intent Of Voters Is What Counts 


When Clerks Tabulate 


Ballots 


The belief was expressed recently 


by one of the judges of election of an 
Appleton election board that marking 
of a cross in the circle above a party 
ticket prohibits a man from splitting 
his ballot 
for candidates 
of other 


parties. 


This statement has been judged as 


erroneous 
by 
E. L. Williams, city 


clerk. In correcting what appears to 
be a widespread belief he instructed 
judges of election that any voter can 
place a cross over any party column 
and then go over into a column of 
another party or independent ticket, 
and mark 
a cross after any other 


candidate he chooses. 


"It is the intent of the voter that 


must be considered," he said. "When 
a person places an X over a party 
column and then places another X 
at the right of a candidate in another 
column, the intent of that voter is 
perfectly clear. He has signified that 
he wants to vote the straight party 
ticket with the 
exception 
of that 


candidate 
whom 
he eliminates by 


voting for another in a different col- 
umn. 
If the voter makes a cross aft- 


er two or three candidates for the 
same office, then of course the vote I' 
void. But it is not necessary when 
one Bplits_^his vote to cross out the 
name of any candidate in the column 
over which he has placed the "X." 


The law is plain in this matter: "If 


an elector shall place on his ballot a 
cross or other equivalent mark under 
a party designated at the head of a 
column in or near the space indicated 
for that purpose, he shall be deemed 
to have voted for all the candidates 
whose names appear in that column, 
unless same name is erased, or some 
name shall be written in some other 
column, or he shall have placed a 
mark in the square at the right of a 
name of eome other candidate for the 
same office." 


Thus although there are a number 


of independent candidates on the bal- 
lot this year, splitting will not be so 
complicated as it first appeared. It 
is in reality a very simple matter, it 
was explained. If a voter makes a 
cross at the head of the Democratic, 
Republican, Socialist, or Prohibition 
column, he 
automatically 
indicates 


that he votes for that ticket, but still 
has the 
privilege of votintr for any 


other candidate in any other column.
